PHOTOGRAPHY & YOU 
Camera Movement 


When you get a streaky or 
blurred picture back ‘from the 
bhoto-finisher, do’you realise the 
probable reason for it is one of 
the commonest mistakes in pic- 
ture making--camera movement? 


Usually the taker§ximmediate 
reaction is to blamé the subject 
for moving. This can be true, 
but not always. Tt can, never be 
used aS- an excuse for scenic 
shots or pictures of immoveable 
objects which are not clear. It 
is easy to forget that one must 
hold\\a camera absolutely still 
while \ taking a picture. Some 
cameras, because of the way the 
shutter -release works, are more 
susceptible .to .movement .than 
others. If you feel that move- 
ment of your camera is due to 
this, take it to your camera 
dealer. He can show you how it 
works and the best method of 
releasing it smoothly. But, ac- 
tually, it is more likely to be 
your fault than the camera’s, So 
the best thing ito do is be care- 
ful in the way you use it. 


Work the shutter release on 
your camera slowly and sméothiy. 
If it is a button do not punth 
at it, and if it is the lever type 
do not pull it down with a jerk. 
There are many ways of steady- 
ing your camera. A tripod, of 
course, is excellent, and quite 
necessary for time exposures. 
You can also steady it by brac- 
ing your arms against your sides 
instead of having them stuck 
out at angles. This is a kind of 
natural tripod and can be used 
with cameras which have an 
eye level or waist level view- 
finder. 

i you hold your breath | while 
you release the shutter, you will 
have additional steadiness. And 
with eye level finders, pressing 
the camera against your face is 
a@ help. So, while camera move- 
ment is a very common mistake 
among picture makers, with a 
little thought {s very easy to 
avoid. If you follow the above 
suggestions, you should have no 


problem with it. ~

With it, pictures indoors can 
be taken with snapshot ease, and 
that is a big advantage in taking 
baby pictures.

into, action with your camera at 
a momient’s notice. 


A few people have worried 
about the brightness of fiash- 
lamps on young eyes, but such 
fears groundless. If you haye 
taken flash “pictures, you wil 
have noticed that the exposuré 
is about the same as it would be 
eutdeors in sunlight and the 
flash lasts for only a smal frac- 
stion of a second. The only pre- 
caution suggested is the use of 
@ transparent screen of some sort 
over the flash lamp reflector 
when the bulbs are being flashed 
close to the subject. Also, to 


chief over the flash bulb. 


Many enthuiasts possess photo- 
flood lamgs for their picture tak- 
taking and these work very well 
for’ pictures of youngsters. For 
a pleasing charige you could also 
try a few shots of baby by the 
strong diffused daylight that 
streams in trom any large bright 
window. 

There are few special con- 
siderations that you should keep 
in mind in making baby pictures. 
Remember that he is tiny, and 
to show him off to good advan-

happens. You never know just 
what your youngster is going to 
fo next—-so why fot keep your 
camera loaded all*the time and 
place it where you can find it in 
a hurry.

the family album. .

a Sure your group has a 
centre of interest. The chances 
are good that in these family 
gatherings your pictures will 
practically set themselves up 
with little er no effort on your 
part.

before use’ The sweet or savory 


filings may be made from left-~ 
overs, 

Basie ingredients of batter: 
These are flour, mk and eggs. 
and should be used in the follow- 
ing proportions: 

1 cup plain four 

pinch salt 

1 egg 

4 pint evaperated milk diluted 
with } pint water. 


Always sift the flour with a 
little salt and drop the egg into 
the centre. Gradually beat the 
flour in the egg with a woode1 
spoon, and add half the milk. 
Mix the batter gently from the 
centre until all the flour is in- 
corporated. Then beat well. The 
batter should be smooth and 
shiny, and small bubbles of air 
should rise to the surface. Allow 
the batter to stand for at least 
half an hour. r 

Frying the Pancakes: Add the 
rest of the milk to'the batter 
and beat again. Pour it into a 
jug. This makes it easier to 
judge the right amount of batter 
for each pancake. 

Now prepare the pan, by melt- 
ing in it 1 dessertspoon of cook- 
ing fat until it is smoking. Twist 
the pan so that all sides are 
covered with fat. Pour it away 
and wipe the pan clean with 
kitchen paper. 

Put about teaspoon of fai 
into the pan and heat until just 
beginning lo smoke, then pour in 
about 2 tablespoons of batter 





from the jug and swirl it around 
the base of the pan. It showd 
only coat the base very thinly. 
Heat the pan quickly for a few 
seconds, loosen the pancake 
around the edges with a palette 


knife and turn the pancake. 
Both sides should be lightly 
browned. 


The pancake is now ready te 
eat. Add any fillings you desire 
and serve immediately piping 
hot.
